Barbour reported What it ses ra Air Pressure When | 


the Barometer Fails. 

It is not an uncommon thing at cer- 
tain seasons of the year for the ba- 
rometer to shift un inch within twen- 
ty-four hours. Sometimes the change? 
is even greater. Few persons have! 
any idea what tremendous changes in| 
the atmosphere are indicated by such | 
a rise or fall in the mercury column. | 

A cubic inch of mercury weighs half! 
a pound. 
inch a weight of one ton is removed! 
from every 4,000 square inches of | 
surface. This is a ton for every area | 
five and a quarter feet square. if 
your house, for instance, is 25 by 40) 


a lond of about thirty-six tons is lift- 
ed from the roof every time the ba- 
rometer shows an inch fall—that is, al 
thirty-six ton load would be lifted if | 
the house were air tight. But as air| 
presses in every direction there is as| 
much of a push upward against the 
roof from below as there is of a push 
downward from above. So the roof 
actually feels no effect from the re 
moval of this heavy load. 

In the same way a man of average 
size would be relieved of a weight of | 
about a ton and a half if there were 
no air chambers in the human body. 

It has been figured that a fall of an} 
inch in the barometer over a territory 
400 miles square removes a weight 
from the surface of the earth of 160, | 
400,000,000 tons. If this were loaded 
on freight cars, twenty tons to the car, 
and thirty cars to the train, more than 
260,000,000 trains would be required 
to move it. If each train were 500 feet 
long they would stretch out in a line 
more than 25,000,000 miles long. 

The only noise that accompanies 
this great transportation feat is made 
by the wind, that does considerable 
roaring in the course of such violent 
ee changes. — Kansas City

Will of Suicide Asks Surgeons to Seek 
Cause For Criminal Bent. 
Bequeathing his body to surgery that 
dissection might indicate why his life 
had been directed toward crime, John 
Kowinski, better known as Kelter, of 
1053. Washington boulevard, Chicago 
leaped from the eighteenth floor of the 
Masonic temple and was crushed to 
death on the “safety screen” nine floors 

below. 

His object appears to have been 
missed, for the body was so crushed 
that its use for dissection is undesir 
able, surgeons state. 

The man left what he termed a “‘life 
confession.” whieh referred to twenty 
six months in prison and an unwilling 
ness to prolong life by robbery, which 
Kelter termed his profession, and a

She 
reported by wireless that she had been 
able to take oif Captain Alfred Gun- 
ter, Chief Mate Bert Iverson, Second 
Mate Knut Dahle, Third Mate Cari 
Kkiunde, Operator William Davis, 


Boatman Christian Rassmussen, 
Quartermaster Hamilton Powell and 
Herman Sricksen, the ship's car- 


mainder of the crew, thirty in num- 
ber. The Oklahoma was owned by 
the Gulf Refining company, was 2795 
tons net and 419 feet long.

Captain Cates 
was aboard as a passenger on his way 
to take command of another vessel. 

The Oklahoma was valued at $70v,- 
000. Jchn Kennedy, superintendent 
of the marine department of the Gulf 
Retining company, said he could not 
conceive how the ship could have gone 
down even in bad weather. The 
steamer was perfectly equipped and 
in good condition, he said, when she 
left for Port Arthur, Tex., in ballast. 

“I have no idea what happened to 
the ship,” said the superintendent. 
“She was ane excellent sea-going 
craft, built six years ago within the 
full requirements for oil tank vessels. 
She made several trips across the At- 
lantic. Captain Gunter is one of thé 
oldest captains in our service, a capa- 
ble and reliable man. He often spoke 
of the magnificent way the Oklahoma 
behaved in a heavy sea.”

More of Batllaship Ohio's Sail

Wasiington, Jan. 7.—Thirty-four 
Cas€s Of smallpox ‘hare developed ‘at 
the Guantanamo naval station among 
sailors exposed on the 
Ohio.

Atlantic 
fleet which was to base at Guanta- 
namo. 

Nine of the new cases are reported 
as virulent. The Ohio is now at Dela- 
ware Breakwater undergoins fumiga- 
tion. According to present plans the 
Atlantic fieet will engage with the 
marine ‘brigade in advance base ma 
neuvers at Culebra until about Jen

STARVING BULGARS LOOK 
TO AMERICA FOR SUCCOR. 


American Woman Teacher Here to 
Raise Funds For Needy Thousands. 


Thousands of women and children in 
Bulgaria are facing starvation this 
winter, according to Miss Inez L. Ab- 
bott. missionary of the woman’s board 
of the Interior of the Congregational 
ehurch and principal of the American 
virls’ boarding school in Samokov. 
Bulgaria, Miss Abbott. who is a na 
uve of Lansing, Mich... has come to 
United States to raise funds for 
the relief of 7.000 destitute families in 


| the Samokov district. 


With additional funds the relief com- 
inittee of Sumokoy hopes to develop a 
general truck garden for the poor. 

The suffering and want in Bulgaria. 
Miss Abbott says. were much greater 
in 1913 than in 1912. She explained 
that the crops were gathered last year 
before the mobilization of the armies. 
With all the oxen, carts and men at 
the front with the armies, practically 
no crops were planted, and such as 
were cultivated could not be properly 
harvested because of lack of labor and 
facilities. 

“Por months many Bulgarians have 
not known what it is to satisfy their 
hunger,” said Miss Abbott. “In the 
cities and valleys around Samokoy 
families are in direst need. 

“The queen of Bulgaria is devoting 
all of her time and thought to relief 
work among her suffering people. Re 
cently she said to ne. “If relief funds 
not only for suffering, but for the or 
phans, should come from the United 
States I would feel very grateful.’ The 
Bulgarians do not fear any political 
entanglement such as they think may 
result when any European country ad 
vances assistance for them.” 

Miss Abbott. through an appeal last 
winter, raised funds in this country. 
with which she greatly assisted in the 
relief of the poverty stricken people 
of Samokoy. Much of the taoney was 
used to buy raw materials, with which 
the women mide garments. Some of 
it was also used to prepare small 
farms around Samokov for cultivation 
and to buy the sceds for planting. 


SALES TO HOMESTEADERS. 


Almost Two Million Acres of Indian 
and Public Lands Disposed Of. 
Secretary Lane of the interior de 
partment has received through Com- 
missioner Tallman of the general land 
office a report of the work of James 
W. Witten, chief law clerk of that of- 
fice, concerning sales of undeveloped 
lands under his personal direction. Mr. 
Witten was xbsent four months in the 
west superintending the registration 
and drawings for three bodies of land 
aggregating 1,800,000 acres located in 
Montana and Nebraska. At these reg- 
istrations 116,985 persons presented ap- 

plications for farm homes. 

In addition, he sold at public auc- 
tion lots in the government town site 
of Camas, in Montana, and the rem- 
nant lands in the former Rosebud and 
Lower Brule Indian reservations, in 
South Dakota, and in the Kiowa, Co- 
manche, Apache and Wichita reserva 
tions, in Oklahoma, at prices ranging 
from $1.25 to $111 per acre, or at an 
average of $& per acre per bid. The 
larger part of these remnant lands re 
mained untaken by homeseekers after 
having been subject to homestead en- 
try at $1.25 per acre for twelve years.

Possibly the prefer- 
ence for small coins is an unconscious 
mental outgrowth of the struggle 
against high cost of living. 

Small units of money may have 
some tendency toward economy. A 
traveller recently returning from 
France, where currency is based on 
the frac of about 20 cents, said that 
the size of the unit so effected her 
that she . felt much less inclined to 
spend five francs than one dollar. 
“With a nice clean franc in my pocket 
I feel almost as rich as if it was a 
dollar at bome,” she said. . An arti- 
cle of clothing offered for 50 franes 
would seem prohibitive, but 10 dol- 
lars would have seemed very reason- 
able. 

An abundance of small coins and 
bills save much waiting for change. 
The people who deal with tradesmen 
at the door often find them unable to 
make change, and the housewife never 
gets too many dollar bills and small 
coins. 

Many smajl services must be paid 
for out of the pocket. Every travel- 
ler knows the advantage of a pocket 
full of small coins in meeting with 
the clamor for tips. 

The mark in Germany, the shilling 
in England, the lira in Italy, the franc 
in France, coins varying not more 
than five cents from our quarter, are 
the very backbone of daily commerce 
in Europe. Our 25 cent pieces seem 
to fall into line with these as.the nor- 
mal unit of: small change, and the 
half dollar seems as needless as the 
old two cent piece.

$67,552, 000 Bonds of New | 
Haven Road Are Void 


DEGIS ON OF PUBL SERVICE 


It Is Unanimously -Overruled on the. 
Ground of Iitlegality—Convertible 
Feature Proves Vulnerable Point— 
Victory For Bulkeiey, On Whose 
Appeal Case Came Before Court 


Boston, Jan. 10.—By the unani- 
mous decision.of the supreme court of 
Massachusetts the order of the public 
service commission approving and 
authorizing the issue by the New Ha- 
ven road of $67,552,000 convertible 
debentures is annulled and declared 
illegal under the statues. 

The opinion was written by Chief 
Justice Rugg, and, in substance, is 
that the public service commission is 
not authorized under the statutes to 
approve an issue of bonds by a rail- 
read company containing an option of 
exchange for stock at par during a 
period of time beginning five yee's 
trom date.

People show what they chief- 
ly value by those things which they 
share with the objects of their adora- 
tion. Religious men share with their | 
God their chief riches. In a pastoral 
age one lamb in ten was offered in 
sacrifice. A dove, a bullock; of what 
a man had he gave. We have stand-| 
ardized this gift. It is part of the 
great democracy of religion that each 
man is invited to give what all pos- 
sess. | 

The most evaluable thing in the 
world is time—and yet the most com- 
mon. A little space of time clipped 
from eternity is the gift to each life. 
It is the time that is given to us that 
makes valuable or worthless those 
things which we possess or those 
things which we do. The best thought 
of the world unites in the belief that 
this time is given to us by an omnipo- 
tent personal power which we call 
God. 

And men have been gracious enough 
to give back to this God one seventh 
of this gift as a token of confidence 
and obedience. So after you have 
spent yourself for six days, have be- 
come wearied of the din of traffic and 
the noise of factories, and the cease- 
less rush of hurrying feet, comes a 
pause over this vast mechanism, a 
solemn hush settles over the noisiest 
city, and men and women move 
quietly into their temples. Noblest' 
institution that man has devised; do 
not all hearts rejoice in it? 

If all men and women do not accede 
to it is it because the principle is 
wrong? Is it not because this noble 
institution has been split up by selfish | 
and narrow souls into the instrument | 
of warring bodies and self-seeking or- | 
ganizations? } 

Is it not because it has been buried | 
miles deep in legend and dogma in| 
which the common mind is not inter- 
ested and which it does not under- 
stand? It is not because it has made} 
complex the simple life and the sim- 
ple teaching of the Master?

MURDER TRIALS. 


oe Has a System of Its Own For 
Dispensing Justice. 

A learned and capable jurist bas as- 
terted that the French method of legal 
procedure, which, contrary to our own, 
presumes an indicted person guilty un- 
il he is proved innocent. comes nearer 
dispensing actual justice than our own 
system. 

Rut in Holland the tourts have, in 
some respects, a better system than 
that of the French. The accused in 
ivery case has the benefit of the doubt. 
and ¢ircuinstantial evidence as the 
only foundation for a plea of convic- 
tion fs in disfavor. 

The Dutch do not have juries, and 
there is no battle of wits among coun- 
sel. Ail questions, whether by tbe 
prosecution or the attorney for the ac- 
cused, are put to the witness through 
the judge efter he bas weighed the jus- 
tice of the interrogation. 

This fezture of their system has 
some pronounced advantages over our 
own. It elintinates the practice of con- 
fusing the witness or the accused by 
misleading questions. It renders im- 
possible the abominable practice in our 
courts known as the “browbeating™ of 
witnesses, which unfortunately {is per- 
mitted to un extent that causes the in- 
telligent observer’s blood to boil at 
times becuuse of its unfairness and 
It makes the solemn business 
of dispensing justice a common trade 
instead of a heavenly vocation.—Sloux 
| City Tribune.

A New Ansterdam | 
New Year

New Year’s day has changed in a gen- 
eration from what it was for 300 or 
more years.

The litigation grew out of the use of 
an alleged picture of Binns, in a film 
issued two days after the accident. 

If a man can then recover for use 


of his picture in photo plays, should | 


he also have a case against newspa- 
pers that use his photograph without 
permission? Our courts have usually 
said not. 

The horde of photographers from 
the metropolitan press that gather at 
wedding parties and funerals and dog 
the steps of notables, often run to 
yellow journalistic excesses. The 
newspapers are blamed for this in- 
trusive spirit. Yet if the newspaper 
men had their way, most of them 
would cut al! this sort of thing out. 
The picture end of his work doubles 
the labors of the city editor. 

Over in Germany you can’t take a 
picture of a man’s house without se- 
curing his permission. In this coyn- 
try a cat may look ata king. If you 
can look at a president or a general, 
you can-let the lens of your camera 
perceive him; if you can draw a pic- 
ture of a notable, it should be 
legitimate to let the sun draw him on 
your negative. 

The victims of this unconscious 
posing often feel aggrieved at being 
put in a-ridiculous position. But 
American sense of humor saves them 
from taking it very seriously. 

There would seem to be a differ- 
ence between using a picture in mo- 
tion photography, and in newspapers. 
In the former the public would per- 
hays get the impression that a person 
consented to such use, and voluntar 
ily exhibited himself for pay. Ip the 
newspaper. snapshots are commonly 
obtained without permission, so that 
at least the parties. taken do not ap- 
pear to have had a share in the ex- 
hibition.

Spy System and Abuse Work 
Havoc In the Ranks.

SOLDIERS’ SPIRIT BROKEN. 


—_—_—_—_———_ 


Startling Indictment In a London Pub- 
lication Devoted to Russian Affairs. 
Insanity, Suicide and Assault of More 
Frequent Occurrence Than In Any 
Other Country. 


The conditions of service in the ‘Rus- 
sian army ure unbearable, according 
to the correspondent of a London pe- 
riodical that treats exclusively of Rus- 
sian affairs. This correspondent de- 
clares that the spy system and utter 
lack of consideration for enlisted men 
by the officers, and their brutality in 
with civilians have crippled 


a low ebb the spirit of the army. The 
article says: 

“All military writers agree that at 
least half the strength of any urmy 
depends upon the spirit prevailing in 
its ranks, If they are to fight well and 
successfully the men must be united 
their 
officers and feel that they are risking 
their lives for sometbing worth ftight- 
ing for. 

“Looking at the Russian army from 
this point of view, we cannot but be 
startled by the facts of every day life 
among the czar’s soldiers. Comrade- 
ship is practically made impossible by 
espionage. 

Officers Suffer as Well. 

“It must not be imagined that spies 
confine their attention to privates 
The officers are not immune from the 
same treatment. Until recently politi 
cal charges made by the secret police 
against officers of the army had to 
be inquired into and verified by the 
ministry of war. But the gendarmerie 
naturally disliked this procedure, as it 
often exposed the wortllessness of es- 
pionage. The chief of the secret po- 
lice therefore applied to General Suk 
homlinoff. the minister of war, askin: 
that any information about any army 
officer coming from his agents should 
be accepted by the military authori- 
ties without question. M. Sukhomli- 
noff fully agreed to this suggestion, 
gave orders accordingly, and added 
that the police reports should be kept 
secret from the officers concerned. 
Thus every officer is now at the mercy 
of every turncoat and spy without be- 
ing given 2 chance to refute the alle- 
gations against him. . 

“Dueling is encouraged und some- 
times forced. An arrogant attitude to- 
ward peaceful citizens. especially if 
they are independent in their political 
opinions. is interpreted as a landable 


manifestation of ‘military honor’ and} 


loyalty. while heartless, cruel treat- 
ment of the rank and file is regarded 
as ‘good discipline.”

DEATH OF EUGENE G2ACE 


Succumbs to Wound Which 
Was Accused of Inflicting 

Newnan, Ga., Jan. 13.—Sugene 
Grace died here from the bullet wound 
he mysteriously received in Atlanta 
aearly two years ago. He had sut- 
fered from partial! paralysis since 
shortly after the shooting and had 
been in a serious condition for several 
days. 

Grace was wounded in his Atlanta 
bome in March, 1912. He accused 
his wife, Mrs. Daisy O. Grace, of the 
shooting. Mrs. Grace was found at 
the home of Grace’s mother here and 
arrested on his accusation. Later in 
the same year she was tried on a 
tharge of attempted murder and found 
not guilty. 

Soon after the trial Grace left his 
Atlanta home to live with his mother 
In Newnan. His death, physicians 
said, was due directly to uraemic 
poisoning which set in about the 
wound in his back.

While exacting from the private abso- 
lute obedience to a superior’s order, 
however idiotic or lawless, and abso- 
lute conformity to formal rules which 
have nothing to do with the military 
efficiency of the soldier, the bullyin 
officer ‘no longer acknowledges any 
binding discipline so far as he him- 
self is concerned. Cases of gross and 
unprovoked assault committed by offi- 
cers on privates may .be cited ad in- 
finitum. From them it may be gather- 
ed how cheaply human life and tbe 
personality of a soldier are accounted 
in the Russien army. 

“We cannot wonder, therefore, that 
despair and hatred of their profession 
and their superiors are rife among the 
Russian soldiery. There is no other 
army in the whole world where insan- 
ity. suicide and assaults on command 
ers by privates are so frequent. A com- 
mittee of doctors at Kiev found that 
in the local military hospital alone 
there were simultaneously 200 insane 
privates who had to be discharged 
from military service. And there is no 
particular reason why insanity shonld 
be more rife at this place than in other 
districts. According to the report of 
the war ministry in 1911 the number 
of privates who took their own lives 
during that year was 347. and this fig- 
ure is surely not exhaustive. since 
many suicides must have been report- 
ed under the heading of ‘accidental 
fleaths.’” 


Fifteen Years to Make State Survey. 

An idea of the tremendous task in- 
volved in making a state survey is ob- 
tained in the annomncement that dur- 
ing 1913 approximately 2.000.000 acres 
of public land were surveyed in Mon- 
tana. At the present rate of progress, 
provided the appropriations and field 
forces are not reduced, it will be tif- 
teen years before the work is com- 
pleted.

SANTO DOMINGO SAID TO 
BE ON BRINK OF REVOLT 


Letters Tell of Slaughter of Patriots 
and Reign of Terror. 


Late advices from Santo Domingo 
received from private but well inform- 
ed svurces, supported by uewspaper 
accounts, Indicate, says the New York 
Herald, that another revolution Is 
brewing in the Dominican Republic, 
with every prespect of early develop- 
ment, According to these letters, many 
of the best citizens are leaving the 
country, while others known to oppose 
the administration of President Bor- 


das are prisoners in the fortresses in | 


Santo Domingo city and Puerto Plata. 

Dominicans recently arrived from 
Santo Domingo say a state of terror 
exists. 

President Bordas’ summary removal 
of Supreme Justice Figueroa on Dec. 
13 and his appoinment of a successor 
obectionable to the lawyers of Santo 
Domingo have precipitated trouble, as 
lawyers refused to plead their causes 
before this justice. the result being a 
general stagnation of business of the 
tribunal. 

Letters to Dominicans in New York 
give unpublished details of what is 
called a “massacre of patriots,” which 
occurred in Santo Domingo city on 
Dec. 2, but regarding which the news- 
papers were permitted by the adminis- 
tration to pubiish only the barest ac- 
counts. 

“We had gone 300 strong to the pal- 
ace to insist upon free elections, which 
had been guaranteed to us by the con- 
wrote one correspondent. 
“President Bordas’ address was receiv- 
ed In ominous silence. While we were 
considering the president's ultimatum 
and a spenker was addressing the 
crowd the gates of the fortress opened 
and a regiment of troops Issued there- 
from. The presence of the troops was 
scarcely known until we were sur- 
rounded. 

“Surrender! shouted the officer in 
command. 

“The crowd turned upon the soldiers, 
and their spokesman assured the com- 
manding officer that they were in 
peaceful assembly. but suddenly from 
the outskirts of the crowd came the 
ery, ‘Down with Bordas and the 
troops!’ The officer gave the order 
to fire without further parley. Eleven 
men, all belonging to influential fami- 
lies, were killed iustantly, while nine- 
teen were severely wounded.”

HORSESHOEING AT CORNELL. 


Farriers Will Be Taught Higher Prin- 
ciples of the Trade. 

A course in horseshoeing is an inno- 
vation announced by the trustees of 
Cornell university at Ithaca, N. Y. All 
horseshoers of the state are invited to 
enter without charge. 

The course will be given by the far- 
rier’s department of the State College 
vf Veterinaries. The last legislature 
made an appropriation for equipment. 

“The purpose.” said Director Moore, 
“is to offer horseshoers an opportunity 
to acquire a more thorough knowledge 
of the principles of horseshoeing. Be- 
sides setting shoes it is important that 
these men should be familiar with the 
inatomy and physiology of the horse's 
foot and the danger of certain infec- 
tions, such as tetanus or lockjaw. 

“One hour each day will be given to 
lectures and the rest of the time to 
fractical work in the shop. The course 
will run for six weeks, and if there ts 
«a demand for it it will be repeated.”

mitted a report to Governor Glynn in 
which he sounds a note of warning 
provoked by the discovery that fish In 
the hatcheries of the state, in commo: 
with the fish in nearly all the other

where species of the salmon family 
are kept for breeding purposes, are 
more or less infected with cancerou: 
diseases. The salmen family include:

“How to check the spread of this dis 


ease among fish Is the most seriou: 


and important problem in fish cul 
ture,” says Dr. Gaylord. “If the arti 
ficial propagation of trout is not to bi 
deliberately abandoned, research wil 
have to be instituted immediately t 
determine how fish; culture may bi 


|carried on without the propagation o: 
, the disease also.” 


The disease, according to the report 
has been transmitted successfully fron 
the malignant growths in fishes te 
dogs and rats. Dr. Gaylord express 
es the opinion that human beings sus 


‘ceptible to cancerous afilictions would 


acquire goiter were they to drink wa 
ter coming from hatcheries, all of 
which undoubtedly contain the infect 
ed agent which is the cause of this 
| disease. 

In wild fish Dr. Gaylord has found 
; specimens infected with cancer in only 
three instances. He has observed the 
disease in sixteen specimens of salmon 
The mouth and gills of an infected fish 
are affected first. Eventually the dis 
ease attacks muscles, bone and carti 
lage. One tumor may embody all the

If any citizen desires to appeal 
he has a right to go before the courts 
of the commonwealth or of the United 
States. Section 42 of the charter pro-' 
vides that a man must be a citizen of: 
the United States for at least one year, 
at the time of his election to serve as 
a member of the City Council. There. 
was nothing unconstitutional about 
that clause, and similar clauses could 
be found in many states. |

New York authorities in endeavoring | 
to procure Thaw’s extradition for the | 
crime of conspiracy is to reccnfine | 
him in Matteawan, thus showing bad | 
faith in the extradition case. 

“It looks as though Judge Aldrich 
thought he could arraign the state o! 
New York at the bar of his court and 
inquire into its motives and purposes 
in seeking the extradition,” said Je- 
rome. 

‘It seems to the attorney general 
and myself that this would be an, 
usurpation of power by a_ federal 
court entirely unjustified under the | 
constitution of the Uniied States and 
would tend to destroy good feeling | 
betweeen the United States and the 
several state of the union.” 

Jerome also said Thaw’s commit- 
ment had been thoroughly fought out 
before the state supreme courts and 
appellate divisions on habeas corpus 
proceedings, and Justice Dowling’s 
commitment of Thaw held to be con- 
stitutional.

PISTOL BATTLE IN PRISON 


Seven Persons Killed When Convicts 
Make Break For Liberty 

McAlester, Okla., Jan. 
Seven persons were killed and one in- 
jured in a pistol battle at the state 
penitentiary here which resulted when 
three prisoners, armed with revolv- 
ers, made a dash for liberty.

NEWSBOYS ON HORSEBACK. 


Carriers Make Quick Time to the Sub- 
urbs In Montevideo. 

Most American newsboys think 
themselves well off if they own a good 
suit of clothes, but in the Uruguayan 
capital of Montevideo there are over 
fifty newsboys who own horses and 
peddle their papers on horseback. 

Montevideo bas 300,000 inhabitants, 
but it spreads over more territory than 
an American city of the same popula- 
tion; there are almost no tenement 
houses, and there are severul large 
parks. 

Like Americans, the Uruguayans 
want their evening paper as soon as 


possible after it comes from the press. | 


The horseback newsboys supply this 
demand with astonishing rapidity. La 
Razon, one of the leading evening jour- 
nals, is issued at 5 o'clock. About 
twenty minutes before that hour the 
newsboys, mostly young men from 
eighteen to twenty-five years of age, 
gather in the street in front of the 
newspaper Office. When the papers ure 
brought out the clerk hands a bundle 
to euch, and away he starts ut a full 
gallop. All the business in the center 
of the town is done by ordinary “foot 
newsboys:” the horsemen race away 
to their “beats” in the suburbs, shout- 
ing with all their might, “La Razont 
La Razon!” 

A customer who wishes to buy a pa. 
per steps to the sidewalk and holds out 
ais arm. The horse knows the signal 
and pulls up so short that it is a won- 
der the rider is not catapulted over bis 
head.

Professor Alexander Graham Bell 
is reported to have explained in a lec- 
ture how he came to invent the tele- 

phone as follows: 

“My father invented a symbol by 
which deaf mutes could converse, and 
finally I invented un apparatus by 
which the vibrations of speech could 
be seen, and it turned out to be a tele- 
phone. It occurred to me to mnuke u 
machine that would enable one to hear 
vibrations. 1 went to an aurist, and 
he advised me to take the human ear 
as my model. We supplied me with a 
dead man's ear, 2nd with this ear 1 


experimented, and upon applying the! 


upparatus | found that the dead man's 
ear wrote down the vibrations. 

“I arrived at the conclusion that if 1 
could make iron vibrate on a dead 
man's ear I could make an instrument 
more delicate which would cause 
those vibrations to be heard and un- 
derstood. 1 thought if 1 placed a deli- 
cate piece of steel over an

“The telephone arose from my at- 
tempts to tench the deaf to spenk. It 
arose from my knowledge not of elec- 
tricity, but as a teacher of the deaf. 
Had I been an electrician I would not 
have attempted it.”

should have state forests are as fol- 
lows: 

One fifth of Massachusetts or about 
1,000,000 acres is wild and waste land, 
producing nothing commercially and 
scarcely anything through taxation. 
More land is becoming waste, as the 
white pine is cut off, and grey birch, 
alder and scrub oak takes its place. 
Private owners can't afford to reclaim 
this land, many towns are too poor, 
and the state is the only agency thai 
can deal with the problem. 

Only seventeen per cent. of the 
wooed from the nineteen principal na- 
tive Species used in Massachusetts in- 
adustries is raised in the state.

open, as is the case in some other 
states. 

These forests could be made bird 
and game sanctuaries, a much needed 
factor in this state. 

The protection of our water from 
|impurities and its conservation for 
|power will be greatly enhanced by 
| the establishment of large ferest

H Massachusetts has but a few scattered

Unearthed by Archaeologists In 
Northern Wisconsin Counties 
Madison, Wis., Jan. 22.—Import- 
ant finds of Indian earthwerks of 
which there had been no previous rec- 
ord have been made in northern Wis- 
consin by two members of the Wis- 

consin Archaeological society. 

The aboriginal remains were dis- 
covered by J. P. Schumacher and W.

TESTIMONY OF EX-GOVERNOR 


Declares Under Oath That O’GOrman 
Characterized Man Who Wanted to 
Be Commissioner of Highways a8 
“Chief Bagman” of Tammany’s Head

New York, Jan. 22.—William Sul- 
oath here that 
Murphy, leader of Tam- 
threatened to wreck his 
administration as governor of New 
York if he didn’t appoint James B. 
Gaffney commissioner of highways. 

He said he had declined to make 
the appointment atter a conference in 
Washington with United States Sena- 
tor O'Gorman. 

The senator to!d him, he said, that 
Gaffney was Murphy's “chief bagman” 
and that Gaffney had attempted to 
hold up James O. Stewart, a state 
highway contractor and client of the 
Benator, for $100,000, “and that toap- 
point him would be a disgrace to the 
state of New York.” 

Sulzer’s testimony was his first 
sworn statement of charges he had 
made against Murphy and in many 
particulars he elaborated them. 

Sulzer appeared as a witness in 
District Attorney Whitman’s John 
Doe inquiry into state highway grait. 
He was called to explain why, as gov- 
he had sent a telegram to 
the state canal board requesting it to 
defer action in the matter of a $3,- 
000,000 canal contract upon which 
Stewart was the lowest bidder. 

Stewart, who failed to get the con- 
tract, testified at a previous hearing 
that a man named Gaffney had asked 
him for a contribution of 5 percent of 
the contract. 

Sulzer testified he had sent the tele- 
gram because he had been told there 
was danger that Stewart's bids would 
be thrown out and that this would be 
a great injustice to Stewart and the 
state of New York. 

For having requested

Murphy summoned him, Sulzer said, 
and told him that he was “butting in 
where he didn’t belong” and that he 
was “not beginning right as gov- 
ernor.”

WINTER CLIMATE, 

The belief is entertained quite wide- 
ly by many people in the northern 
half of the United States, that winters 
are steadily growing milder, and that 
snow fall is lighter.

WOMEN’S WAGES. 

Nothing seems to rankle moe with 
women, than the fact that they re- 
ceive less pay than men for the same 
work. The subject is suggested by 
recent utterances of Dr. Anna Howard 
Shaw, a Suffragist leader, in complain- 
ing of the Ford Automobile Company 
for failure to include women equally 
with men in their profit sharing plan. 

A woman teacher gets only about 
$800 for school work for which a man 
would be paid $1500. The same is 
true in almost all salaried positions. 
To be sure, woman's work is some- 
times more irregular, and she may 
throw up her job any time 
married. So do men throw up their 
jobs at any time, for good reasons or 
whims. 

Perhaps the root of the trouble is 
that women crowd into occupations 
paying low wages. Out of 4,800,000 
women wage earners in this country, 
1,165,000 are servants. There are 
228,935 washerwomen. 

Department store employes and 
sweat shop workers, paid some 
meager amount like $5 a week, have 
often ‘protested against a minimum 
wage law. They say there are plen- 
ty of girls ready to take their places, 


and they fear worse competition if) 


wages are raised. 

When an ambitious man finds him- 
self in an employment where the sup- 
ply of workers is greater than the de- 
mand, he tries to fit himself to com-

BY NEWSPAPER 


‘Corruption Said to Exist tn 
Quebec Government 


'SPEGIFIG {GASES OF BRIBERY 


| Investigation Which Cost Backers 
| $150,000 Declared to Have Shown 
That Members of Provisional Gov- 
ernment Set $9500 as Price For 
| Montreal Fair Measure 


Montreal, Jan. 24.—The sensation 
of the year has been sprung here by 
| the Daily Mail, a new morning news- 
|paper, which charges incredible cor- 
j/ruption among members of the pro- 
| vincial government of Quebec. The 
Mail openly accuses Louis’ Berard, 
Achille Bergeyin and J. O. Mousseau 
lot accepting bribes. All of which was 
done in connection with an act to in- 
corporate “The Montreal Fair asso- 
| ciation in Canada.” 

This evidence is based in part upon 
the result of an investigation carried 
on in Montreal and at Quebec dur- 
ing the past four months by some of 
the best staff operatives of the Wil- 


lium J. Burns Internationad Detect- 
ive agency. 
David W. Hyland, who figures as 


lone of the ineorporators of the Mont- 
real Fair association, is none other 
than G. B. Biddinger, assistant gen- 
eral manager of the Burns agency, 
jand next in authority to Burns him- 
‘self. Biddinger has conducted many 
| investigations into corrupt conditions 
‘throughout the continent. 

| Associated with Biddinger through- 
}out this investigation has been 
| George S. Sampson, another of the 
| important men in the Burns agency. 
| fhese two men have had the assist- 
ance of a full complement of Burns 
operatives. At times twenty-five to 
thirty men and women have been 
yorking under their orders in un- 
earthing conditions in Montreal and 
Quebec. 

The price set for the passage of this 
bill, The Mail says, was $9500. Of 
this amount the promoters have paid 
members of the legislature $4550. 
They still owe $4650. One of the ac- 
cused, Berard, is Premier Gouin’s 
law partner. The amount already 
paid, the persons to whém it was

The big motor-car shows, held! 
about this time in many cities, strike | 
the passing observer as the final! 
word in decoration, illumination, ant | 
display of mechanical achievement. 
Yet many of the manufacturers of 
cars are far from cheerful about them. | 
At one big recent show, the gate re- 
ceipts paid only 40 per cent of the 
cost. The industry stood the rest. 
One reason commonly assigned 
among manufacturers for holding 
these exhtbitions, is that they are 
educational. They display to the 
public the ease, beauty, and pleasure 
of motoring.

expenditure. The most parsimonious 
person feels some loosening -of his 
purse strings. The seed of desire 1s 
planted. By the smext.summer).he is 
behind a steering wheel, while -his 
creditors walk. 

Automobiles are a wonderful time 
Saver, and it is for the interest of the 
public to have them -produced as 
cheaply as possible. If automobile 
shows, as some manufacturers Say, 
not merely cost hjgh in actwal time 
and money, but disorganize the sales 
forces of their plants for aveeks and 
months, they are a tax on the industry 
which the buyer finally pays. - 

These costly methods of marketing 
& product suggest that motor cars 
will be cheaper still in a few years.

THEY DON’T WASTE WORDS. 


Nyasaland Natives Exist In a State of 
Partial Coma. 

Referring to the native peculiarities 
in Nyasaland, the author of “Hunting 
the Elephant In Africa,” Captain C. H. 
Stigand, conmments on a certain state 
of coma into which the “boys” descend 
when there is no active work for them 
to do, or at least when there is no com- 
pulsion to do it. He believes that the 
native is capable of assuming a state 
in which the mind is absolutely de- 
tached and not working, and when in 
such a state he is only recalled by a 
start to his present surroundings. 

The life of the head man of a vil- 
lage in Nyasaland, when not engaged 
in the strenuous pursuit of his official 
juties, is something like this: At sun- 
rise he crawls out of his hut and sits 
outside. After a short time his wife 
crawls out and offers him some food. 
He eats this and then makes his way 
to a tree, perhaps a hundred yards 
from the village. Under this he sits in 
deep abstraction, till about noon a 
ehild brings him some food and water. 
After partaking of this he moves a lit- 
tle so as to get the afternoon shade. 
He then sits in deep meditation until 
sunset, when he crawls into his hut 
and goes to sleep. 

Sometimes he is joined by a few oth- 
»r old men under his tree. They hardly 
ever speak to each other, and if they 
say anything it is to make some obvi- 
«us remark, as, “There is a dog.” “Yes, 
itis a dog.” “Oh,” “Ah,” and a further 
period of silence.

INTERLOCKING DIRECTORS, 

A wide range of views is enter- 
ained in the business community as 
o the extent to which the so-called 
interlocking directorates” should be 
Jorbidden. There is one species of 
susiness interlocking, however, in the 
smaller centers, to which few people 
would object, and which the new law 
should deal with very carefully if 
at all. 

In the country town and small city, 
something like this frequently hap- 
vens.. The community needs a new 
yank, or one already in existence 
1eeds co-operation. A local manu- 
‘acturer or other business man con- 
sents to take office in that bank, no 
from expectation of salary, and often 
vith no hope of making money in 
yank stock. The time he takes, away 
‘rom his business is either given free 
or ill paid. The bank could hardly 
live without the knowledge of locai 
sonditions and business judgement 
possessed by directors of this type, 
whose service is given almost entirely 
out of community spirit. 

On the other side of the deal, the 
home bank has one or more men who 
devote their whole time to its work. 
They acquire the peculiar knowledge 
of human nature and acute forcast 
of financial conditions that goes with 
bank training. They are asked to 
serve as directors in local commercia) 
enterprises. Their banking expert- 
ence helps on such enterprises, and 
the returns are usually small for the 
time and thought given. 

The new law soon to be passed by 
Congress should be framed to mee: 
the ills of “big business,” and should 
deal cautiously with the more unse!- 
fish and public spirited exchange of ex- 
perience so often seen in the smalle> 
places. The two kinds of thing may 
seem technically alike, but in effects 
they are radically different.

Not a Single Oil Concession Despite 
Vigorous Work, Which “Is, How- 
| ever, of Shady Character—Failure 
England to Return tc 

Smaller Type of Warships

London, Jan. 27.—Lord Murray of 
Elibank, who has refused ail requests 
for interviews since he returned to 
England, in a speech at a dinner given 
| by Lord Cowdray to the heads of the 
departments of S. Pearson «6: Son, 
|acknowledged he had come back a 
beaten man. 

What Murray neglected to tell, 
however, Was that his failure was due 
to his own cupidity in endeavoring to 
seize without payment the results of 
two years’ work and the expenditure 
of large sums by another British sub- 
ject seeking oil rights in Colombia. 

This made the other Englishman and 
the latter's American partner turn on 
| Murray and drive him out of South 
America without any concessions eith- 
ler for oil or for a canal, which had 
been desired as a club to fo1ce con- 
| cessions from America. 

England is also compelled to return 
to the smaller type of ship end to the 
smaller calibre of guns, for the an- 
nounced British policy of construction 
of warships depended wholly on ob- 
taining the adequate oil supply which 
Murray was to find in South and Cen- 
tral America. 

The battleships voted last year of 
the Queen Elizabeth class wre or 27,- 
500 tons and twenty-five knots, with 
tifteen-inch guns, using exciusively 
oi] fuel. The admiralty planned to 
build five battleships, according to 
this year’s program, of 30,000 tons 
each, but Murray’s campaign having 
feiled the announcement was made 
that the five battleships of this year’s 
| program would be of 25,000 tons and 

twenty-one knots with 13.5-inch 
| suns, coal being the principal fuel 
and oil only an auxiliary. 

When Murray went to South 
| America, J. C. Thompson, a Cana- 
dian, and C. E. Otis of New York, 
had been in Colombia for two years 
prospecting for oil, and deuounced 
large tracts of land in various states 
through Colombian agents. Murray 
persuaded Dr. Araujo, Cclombian 
| minister of public works, to repeal 
by executive order the laws govern- 
ing the denouncement of oil and min- 
eral lands, thug killing the rights of 
all those whose titles were not yet 
completed by government recognition. 

Murray then entered on the lands of 
Thompsop and Otis, and seized under 
the concession all the valuable ground 
the Colombian syndicate discovered. 
Thompson and Otis hurried to Bogo- 
ta and began a campaign to block 
Murray, the result of which was that 


in congress. Thompson and Otis con- 
tinued their campaign through South 
and Central America, killing his ef- 
forts everywhere, and Murray re- 
turned unsuccessful.

| Policy Is Strengthened 


Washington, Jan. 9%8.-—Despite 
much secrecy as to the conference be- 
tween President Wilson and the mem- 
bers of the senate foreign relations 
committee it has become definitely 
known that the president is opposed 
to free tolls through the Panama canal 
and regards free tolls as in violation 
of the treaty with Great Britair 

Moreover, it is known that the 
|president is more strongly disposed 
than ever to lift the embargo on arms 
for Mexico. The arbitration treaties 
are to be pressed, the president being 
in favor of this policy. 

These are the principal features of 
foreign policy which were discussed. 
With respect to abolition of free 
tolls, not only was it made known to 
the members of the foreign relations 
committee that the president is against 
the free toll policy, but it has since 
, become clear that the movement to 
'do away with free tolls wiil be for- 
midable and is iikely to win. 

It is fully expected that the bill to 
abolish free tolls will pass the house 
and, while there will be a strong op- 
position in the senate, it is said that 
there has been a change of front on 
| the part of some senators and the bil! 
may pass. It is believed the presi- 
| dent will muster sufficient pressure on 
‘senators to abolish free tolls to bring 
this about. 

Senators who talked with the presi- 
| dent say he fully explained his posi- 
‘tion on the tolls question; that his 
views incline toward the contentions 
jof Great Britain. 

It was pointed out that two ways 
might meet the views of the presi- 
dent. One would be to repeal the ex- 
|emption provision of the act. The 
lother would be the passage of the 


| Adamson resolution to suspend for 
| two years the operation of the exemp- 
tion clause and thus demonstrate 
whether the canal could be self-sus- 
taining without tolls from American 
| ships. 

With respect to lifting of the arms 
embargo, it is definitely stated in 
|foreign relations committee circles 
that this action was to be expected. 
‘’'wo or three months ago, it became 
| plain, the president began to show a 
| decided disposition to lift the arms 
lembargo. He had before that flatly 
|}opposed so doing. Senators in the 
conference were led to believe the 
{embargo would he lifted and thus a 
stronger policy entered on in aid of 
the constitutionalists. 

While senators are respecting their 
promise to keep silent regarding the 
details of their conference with the 
president it is violating no confidence 
| ot affirm that the net effect of the in- 
terchange of opinions augurs well for 
quick action upon some cf the leading 
foreign questions that are pressing 
for attention. The president exhibit- 
ed an eagerness for information and 
opinion that brought a friendly re- 
sponse from the senators, and it is 
believed that in relation to some mat- 
ters he was made familiar with a point 
of view that had not occurred to him 
|. before, but Impressed him deeply. 

The inclination of the committee is 
to co-operate with President Wilson in 
foreign affairs more strongly than 
| ever, in the belief that if it shows the 
courage of what are taken to be his 
convictions he need have no fear of 
partisan or faction opposition. That 
the president “gave the word” to go 
ahead with the sixteen unratified ar- 
bitration treaties may be inferred also 
from the fact that the committee on 
foreign relations will take them up at 
once. 

A stiff fight is expected over the 
Japanese treaty and that with Great 
Britain, but the majority disposition 
in the corgmittee appears to be to 
push them through. It is regarded 
as certain that with the president’s 
backing, now assured, the treaties all 
; can be renewed. That with France 
| was renewed last spring. 


FATIGUE IS IS POISON 


Brandeis Argues , That It Is Generated 
During Period of Activity 
Washington, Jan. 28.—Basing his 
gppeal upon the latest scientific 
statements of the effect of fatigue, 
Jeuis D. Brandeis pleaded before the 
United States supreme court in behalf 
ot the constitutionality of the nine- 
| hour law for working women in Ohio. 
The. cited the greatest modern 
fcientists to prove fatigue is a poison 
| generated during the activity and re- 
moved during rest; that the poison 
accumulated during the excessive 
work, and that as a result health ce- 
teriorates and efficiency fails off.

MARVELOUS TESTS SOLVE 
" THE AiR BRAKE PROBLEM 


Stop Twelve Steel Cars Running Mile | 
a Minute Within Length of Train. 


Important improvements in the brak- 
| ing of heavy passenger cars will be 
described in a paper to be read before 
the American Society of Mechanical 
iengineers in New York city on Feb. 
10 by S. W. Dudley of Pittsburgh. The 
tests are of unusual interest at this 
time because of the proposed legisla 
tion to enforce the use of steel cars. 
and the results are considered the 
iInost important recent contribution to 
the subject of air brakes. 

A train of twelve steel cars at sixty 
miles an hour stores.up 224,000,000 
| foot pounds of energy. This is suf- 


| ficient to raise the entire train 120! 
feet. With prevailing brake equip- 


ment such a train would be stopped 
by an emergency application in a dis- 
tance of 1,600 to 2,200 feet, according 
to the truck rigging and brake shoe 
design. The tests showed that this dis- 
tance has actually been reduced to 
1,000 feet or to within the length of 
the train. This was the result of im- 
provements in the truck brake design 
involving the clasp brake, having two 
shoes per wheel and the location of the | 
brake shoes with reference to the} 
horizontal center line of the wheels; 
in addition to improved methods of} 
applying the air brakes quickly and} 
simultaneously and at a high pressure. |

Employe Locked In Huge Mint 


Vault Is Released 
JUST ON VERGE OF COLLAPSE 


Mechanics Drill Hole In Steel | 
“Concrete Safe of Time Clock Varie- 
ty and Shove Combination Written | 
On Paper Through Aperture to 
Prisoner Barely In Time 


Philadelphia, Jan. 30.—William 
Taylor, an employe of the United | 
States mint here, came within an ace | 
of a slow death by suffocation when | 
accidentally locked in one of the im- | 
mense gold vaults yesterday efter- 
noon, 

He was rescued after a dozen me- 
chanics had succeeded in drilling a} 
hole through the steel door after an 
hour’s frantic work, and had passed 
a slip of paper containing the combi- 
nation through to the prisoner. 

The vault, built of steel and con- 
crete, is of the automatic time clock 
variety, but it is possible tor one on 
the inside to operate the combination 
and open the door from the insite. 

The vault is one of the largest of 
the kind in the United States mint 
and it is understood to be not only 
preot against burglars but, it is be- 
lieved, it is able to withstand an ex- 
plosion ef dynamite. 

Taylor was catght in the vault 
about 4 o'clock yesierday afternoon. 
The employes of the mint were get- 
ting ready to quit work and were busy 
placing geld coin within the steel and 
concrete lined walls when suddenly 
the doors closed on Taylor, 

Instantly an alarm was sounded. 


sponded to the alarm. The doors of 
the vault were shaken, but they re- 
fused to budge. 

The vault was known to be abso- 
lutely air tight and the time clock 
Would not operate to open the doors 
until 8 o'clock at night. It was | 
realized that four hours within the 
vault would mean death for Taylor. 

Plans were suggested for drilling 
holes through the sides of the vault 
in the hope of opening up a passage 
for sufficient air to keep Taylor alive. 
This was attempted, but the driils in 
most instances broke. 

Meanwhile one of the workmen who 
had been engaged on the front of the 
safe shonted that his drill had taken 
held. In a short time the drill | 
reached the interior of the vault. 

Taylor's voice could be heard faint- 
ly. The Chief Clerk Norris came 
along with the combination, which | 
was passed through and Taylor freed 
himself just at the point of collapse.

Only pro- 
fessional nurses are employed. 

“The schoolteachers are paid $90 and 
$110 a month and furnished quar- 
ters, but not subsistence. They live 
at various points along the line of the 
wherever their work happens 
to be. 

Matrimonial Advantages. 

“There is one great objection to the 
life of a bachelor woman on the canal 
zone, and that is that she has no room 
of her own. Always there is a room- 
mate, and the consequent lack of pri- 
vacy is very trying. Except for this, I 
regard the life of a schoolteacher as 
The proportion of 
men to unmarried women has always 
been very great. probably ten to one, 
and the girls always had Invitations 
for dances and other amusements such 
as the village Hfe offers.

the flying of certain flags. though. of 
rourse, each navy has its own secret 
code for use in war time. 

The national flag_of any ship when 
hoisted upside down denotes that the 
ship in question is in difficulties and 
reqifires immediate assistance. which 
any passing ship is required to give If 
possible, 

The quarantine flag is u plain yellow 
square, hoisted on the foremast, which 
indicates that the ship bas got an in- 
fectious disease on board or that it has 
come from an infected port. No per- 
son is allowed either to go on board or 
to leave such a ship until permission ts 
granted by the sanitary authorities of 
the port.

MILLER 1: ACQUITTED 


Jury Declares O ficer Justified In Kiil- 
ing His Assailant 

Boston, Jan. 31.—“Not guilty” of 
manslaughter in killing Ralph P. 
Shea, was the verdict rendered by 
the jury in the case of Policeman 
Charles W. Miller following a week’s 
trial. 

It took the jurors 444 hours to reach 
their conclusion. That it was a 
popular one was indicated by the great 
reception given the patrolman after 
the proceedings ended and he was a 
free man. 

Shea was shot about 1:30 a. m., 
June 17 last, in a dcorway at 105 
Warrenton street by Miller follow- 
|ing a tight on a street corner in which 
it was declared the officer was 
knocked down by Shea and a compan- 
fon named Dave Collins. Shea was 
removed to the hospital in an ambu- 
jlance and died scon after receiving 
the wound.
